The foreign material was finely 
ground before feeding, so as to kill 
the germs of the weed seeds.

The owner of the farm had pre­ 
viously sold his wheat "In the 

jdlrt" at his local elevator, and had 
 received nothing for the foreign ma­ 
terial In the grain. Moreover, be 
had been compelled to use high- 
priced oats and other grains for 
feed for his live stock. By cleaning 
his grain and grinding the dockage
in 1921, he obtained fairly 
feed at practically no cost.

Consumption of Milk
In U. S. Increasing

As 
greater

nation we are becoming 
consumers of milk every

day. In the last decade, as deter­ 
mined from figures, supplied by 
health officers of 356 cities having 
a total population of 32,000,000, 
the dally per capita consumption 
has Increased from six-tenths of a 
pint for every man, woman, and 
child, to seven-tenths of a pint. 
This is an Increase of nearly 17 per 
cent.

' These "flgufeTafe thought" to give 
a good indication of the trend of 
milk consumption among all the 
people of the country. There are, 
however, variations in different sec­ 
tions that may be attributed to va­ 
rious factors, including climate and 
the kind of population. The per 
capita consumption is shown to be 
lowest in the Southeastern States, 
where the climate makes the preser­ 
vation of milk more of a problem 
than in the North, and where there 
is a large proportion of negroes, 
who are small users of milk.

The per capita consumption of 
milk in cities varies a great deal. 
The large cities have a higher rate 
of consumption per capita than the 
smaller ones, with the exception of 
those having leas than 6,000. The

NEW BUDGET 
RECEIVES CRITICISM

Retrenchment Program Does 
not Soft Politician^

Sacramento, (Special) California' 

first legislative Budget has been sub 
mltted to that body by G'overno 
Richardson. The Governor has un 
questionably kept one of his campaign 
promises, that of reducing the ex 
penses of the State below its income 
whether he has been equally fortunate 
hi complying with his second promise 
to do so without crippling any of UN 
charitable, education or humanitarian 
Interests of the commonwealth Is a 
matter of opinion. 

A state official said In Criticism:' 
"The Budget practically wrecks thi 

department of education which I 
recognized throughout the Nation a 
one of tbe best and moat economical 
It la a frightful indictment of the sin 
cerity of the man who promised no 
to impair any State educational func 
tlon." The Governor on his side says 
"The recommendations made for the 
schools are undoubtedly greater than 
they should be, but it has been ( my 
purpose to be liberal In the matter 
of education. Extravagance in edu 
catlonal matters has run riot during 
the past few years. This budget shows 
an Increase of $8,618,627 or 23 per cent 
In the past two years. Politicians in 
the guide of 'educators have squan 
dered the people's money with a lavish 
hand and have denounced advocates 
of thrift as enemies of education

"A great political organization has 
been built up which has cost the 
people an immense sum, but has added 
little to the value of education given 
school children. The laws have been 
unntagly amended so that ' super 

visors, school boards and boards 01 
education have little control over the 
expenditures of school money, and 
lence cannot check extravagance. The 
people are loud in their protest as 
ndlcated by hundreds of complaints 

received by me, but they are unorgan­ 
ised and unable to cope with the 
schemes of certain political educatori 
The expenditures of school money In 
:hia state must be put on a business 
lasts and the schools must not only 
each thrift but must practice it 

Educators should be left in control of 
educational matters, but sound busi­ 
ness men, should be In control of ex­ 
penditures."

Merger ef Various Departments 
But the department of education is 

not the only branch of' the govern­ 
ment which is hit in the Budget. The 
Mining Bureau la to go, and Its duties 
are to be divided between the Surveyor- 
}eneral and the Industrial Accident 
Commission, while the museum is to 

go to the State University for use in 
he department of minaralogy. The 
Bureau of Corrections and Charities 

also is to' be laid en the shelf, and Its 
duties given to the State Board of Con 
rol and other Departments. The 

Housing Commission la also among the 
hings that the Governor says are 

useless, and Ha work goes to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics.

Beaides these consolidations and
illmlnatlons the appropriations are
ut down in almost every instance, in
act there is only one Instance In

which there has been a notable raise;
bat of the Railroad Commission. The
iew head of that organization is one
f the most astute and able politicians
nd economists in the State. Aa soon
a he took office he proceeded to go

oTer-tML-bndgef "of "the Coin-mission
d aa a result he was able to present

o tbe Governor, before tbe latter had
is Budget ready for the legislature,
schedule reducing the expenditures

f the Commission over $184,000. The
lovernor thanked Seavey very en-
huatlcally for this evidence of his
ordial support in the economical
rogram, and when the official Bud-
et appeared the figures of the Com-.

mission had been raised $106,000.
Aside from the reductions already 

explained above, the Governor's bud­ 
get eliminates a number of smaller 
Item:. Thus the appropriation for 
home demonstration work which the j 
farmers wanted retained haa been cut [ 
out, and If they want It to continue 
they will have to pay for it by coun­ 
ties directly and not through the State. 

In that connection the Governor 
makes two very significant statements 
in his Budget message.

Local Appropriations Will Be Vetoed 

Again, speaking of the appropria­ 
tions for reclamation In tbe Sacra­ 
mento Valley and for flood control in 
Loa Anifelea County, the Governor 
while allowing- them saya: "Both of 
these prelects are sectional In char­ 
acter, and such a policy pursued all 
over the atate wtuld coat many, mil­

lions because the credit of the State- 
already pledged to them, but evidently 
during hla administration nothing of 
the same character is to be allowed 
In future. In fact these two paragraphs 
evidently mean that "localism", that 
Is tOfSay local appropriations will be 
energetically vetoed and the gossip 
around tbe corridors la to that effect.

The result of all the cuts, elimina­ 
tions and reductions Is to reduce the 
state budget to $78,974,682 which Is 
some $2,000,000 less than the estimated 
revenue of $80,037,000. There Is there­ 
fore left without any extra taxation 
the $2,000,000 for special approprli 
lions.

One of the features of the Budge 
Is that it includes tbe expenses an 
revenues of the self-supporting depar 
ments such as that of the Insuranc 
Commissioner, Bank Commlsslone 
etc. It Is proposed that the s'pecia 
funds enjoyed by those Commission 
shall all be turned Into the Stat 
Treasury, and that in many cases, a 
In that of the Insurance Commlssio
 here special work was done for th 
insurance companies that they 
charged directly for the cost and mad 
to pay themselves those engaged I 
it without the latter looking to th 
State for their fees or salary.

While the Budget abolishes man 
offices and institutions, and reduce 
salaries and expenses, It Is not the ful 
extent to which the Richardson econ 
omy proposes to go, for the Governo 
states that the Budget had necessaril' 
to be prepared ln*a hurry and "tha 
there should be further cuts, wii 
probably be shown on closer examlna 
tlon. . Many of the departments . ar 
In charge -of hostile ~ officials, whc 
have handicapped us in every way, 
and he significantly remarks that th 
Budget amendment to the constitution 
as adopted t the last election allow 
the Governor to make further recom 
mendattons as the session progresse

However, it is safe to assume tha 
the amount that will be given any o 
the various State interests will no 
be more than the figures named In 
the Budget. In that matter the Leg 
Islature is helpless. It can not in 
crease an item, though it can aboil si 
and lower all of them, if It chooses 
The Governor can strike out or lowe1 
any item that he chooses and there 
fore If the Legislature raises an ap­ 
propriation fbove the figures that he 
lias named, he has only to reduce tbe 
appropriation to whatever figure he 
thinks proper.

Supplementing the Budget, and evi 
dently emanating from the Governor's 
office are a number of bills, all pro 
posing to eliminate different depart 
ments of the Government, either by 
wiping them out entirely, or else by 
consolidating them with some other 
department. There are bills too to 
limit the scope of tbe work done by 
nstituttons as wh-sre It is proposed 

to bar the children of aliens from 
public institutions or to reduce salar­ 
ies, thus the Insurance Commissioner 
:f he continues to exist, will lose $2.000 
of his salary, the Superintendent of 
Banks, $2,500, etc.

The Governor alludes to the fact 
.hat the railroads have fought in
 oiirts 'the increase In their tax rate 
under"the iCibg 'ft1lr,''*t38aee* "by "the 
eglslature two years ago. If the State 

were to win that suit, though no doubt 
t will be appealed to the Supreme 
ourt In Washington before a decision

would have to be paid by the roads In 
lump sum. It Is hardly necessary 

o say that the various cuts have raised 
perfect tornado around the* Oover- 

tor. From all sides he is being at- 
acked, but nevertheless, be is stand 
ng "nat" and as he has the whip hand, 
t Is difficult to see what his opponents 

will be able <n do In 'the matter. 
Institutions Protest Curtailment 
There la not an institution in the 

State which haa been cut in ita appro­ 
priations, and they have ail Buffered 
more or less in that respect, which la 
not declaring that its usefulness  vlll 
be curtailed, 1U work rendered Impos­ 
sible, elc. Ab the economies eliminate 
many from the pay roll of the State, 
It follows ttat they have nothing to 
lose though possibly no more to guin, 
by raising a cry at their plight. Tbe 
Board of Forestry loses, for Instance, 
loses the assistant forester, rangers, 
and fire-fighters. That we are^ told 
means that there will be m poasl- 1 
blllty of checking forest firea, th« J
